. their Houſe, their reſting place from their labours, 
their hiding place from the ſtorm, yea, 'tis Jaxna V;-

He knows, that as 
none can, no more can he put in Plea or Barr a- 
gainſt his coming to the Dult, and being ere long a 
Tenant in that dreery Habitation, yet . common re- 
Ppolitory.of the Grave. 


From whence we may pleaſe to know thus much 
.tOO, VIZ. | 


That Good and Holy Men are not only convinced, Dot. 
and knowing of other folks dying, but particularly 


of their own. 


To know that all muſt dye, is a Leſſon that few 
are ignorant of; he 1s a very dullard that is not 
come ſo far. This Nature teaches, Law obliges to, 
common Experience, and Obſervations , really and 
confirm. | 

There were but two, that we read of, Exoch and 
Elijah, Cand they upon extraordinary priviledge,not 
for ordinary example)that balked the Grave in their 
paſlage to the other World. All others have laid 
their Heads down upon a green Turf, and dwelt with 
Worms, and ſuch like creatures, of an Equivocal 
Production. ( The Sons and Daughters of their own 
Fleſh and Bones ) in a Houle of Dirt and Rotten- 
neſs. 

And there isa Muſt for this--as that wiſe"Tekoiteſaid, IO 
We | Muſt] needs dye ; there's neceſlity for it thus © OE 
far; from the original Law of our Nature, and from 
the conſequential Law of our ſin: fo that if God 
and Naturecan hold us to conditions, we muſt needs

'"T. Suppoſing Man innocent, he was yet mortal in 
his Nature, he was an excellent creature as he came 

out of Gods Hands, but yet but a Creature; 'twas.

Drynelſs, and Moiſture, compos'd of corruptible qua- 

lities and materials: only there was a poſlibility of 
not dying through the Divine Favour, and the Al- 

mighties ſupportation.

U. In which laps'd condition, if you further con- 


fider him, Death is made his Doom (as 'twas his Na- 


ture before) and as tv.theſtroke of 1t, there is now 
no remedy ( though asto the ſting of it there be.) 
'Tis appornted for men once to dye; tis now Sta- 
tute-Law, and has been executed through all age 

and will be fo to. the endof the World:: Tour ED 


 thers, where are they? and the Prophets, do they live 


for ever? that 1s 1n this world :. where is Abraham, 
the Father of the Faithful, and. Dvd, the Man after 
Gods own Heart ; and Lazarxs, the Friend of Chriſt? 
the Patriarchs and Apoſtles, Men of all forts, under 
both Oeconomies of the Old and New Teſtamant, 
have long ſince taſted Death. If ever there had 
been any diſpenſation from dying; (I ſuppoſe) Chriſt 
would have brought it along with him, but I find 
no ſuch thing in the whole Goſpel Charter. Tis 
ſaid, there is 20 condemnation to them that are in 
Chriſt Jeſas, but 'tis notſaid, there isno-Death. Juſt 
as God dealt by the Serpents in the Wilderneſs, ſo. 


did Chriſt with Sin and Death in the _——_ 
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he did not preſently deſtroy all the Serpents, but 
took care, that whoever was ſtung with them, ſhould 
be healed.No more did Chriſt make Sin to be no 
Sin, or Death to be no Death, but he provided 


Pardon and Salvation, Balme and Cure in his own 
Bloud 3 hedid not keep Men altogether from dying, 
becauſe he could do his Redeeming-work better 
without it ; for it 1s more to the honour of his Grace, 
to make Men live in death, and in np__ of. it, 

im, and . 
thus does our Saviour, not ſlaying this our Enemy 
out-right, by making him to drag his Chariot, and 


than to continue a bare natural life unto 


to ſubſerve ſome nobler End. 


However, Death is Death ſtill, ſince Chriſt, at 


leaſt in the Phyſical Notion of it, if not altogether 
in the Moral. Duſt muſt turn to Duſt, Man muſt 
pals into his firſt Principles. This curious frame of 
the Body muſt be diflolv'd. The original Sentence 
thus far ſtands irrepealable : the ſinner muſt dye, 
and weare none of us finleſs, and though ſome of us 
may be better than others, yet no mans Grace or Vir- 


tue (no more than his Youth, or Wit, or Beauty, or 
Strength, or Wealth, or Greatneſs) can excuſe him 
from dying.Thiscourteſie indeed it may do him--that 


he ſhall but dye (as the poor Lepersat the Gates of

Sun-fhine 5-and to: ballance my Adtions, Reſoluti- 
ons, and Afﬀe@tions, in, about, and:towards the world, 
and its injoyments with ſuch preſent Meditations-and'

I confeſs this is hard, ordinarily for Men- to be 
made to think otherwiſe of-thiscondition, than they 
at; preſent find and. feel ; 'tis-difticult while theyaze 
in Eife and Health, in. Youth and Bloud, in-Prof- 
perity and Afﬀuence, to caſt their thoughts intoſuch 
a mould as this; Men are loth to fright away their plea- 
ſures with a Deaths-head,and they areready toconceit 
fooliſhly, that an: application of. death to-theraſclves, 
after. this: rate, is a kind of preſage, and ominous in- 
vitation of it, and will make it come , ſooner than it 
otherwiſe would ; (a miſtake like that of ſome ſu- 
perftitious-perſons, who. forbear making their Wills, 
for fear of thereby haſtening.their ends) But the vaſt 
Spiritual profit of this courſe, will recompente its 
uneaſineſs to.the Fleſh, and 1 dare affure thoſe that 
conſctenciouſhy. uſe it, that. they. Will thereby make 
their lives much the better, but nota whit the ſhorter. 


And therefore I ſhall hence exhort you all, to ſtu- 
dy to attain this Chriſtian ſagacity, and to know 
Death and the Grave, beyond the Theory;- when 
you ſee death in other folks brows and: Viſages. 
feel it at the ſame time in your own Pulſes and 
Bowels. Apply all Le&ttures, Notices, and Moniti- 
ons- of Mortality, wherever you meet with them, 
_ your-ſclves; and for Gods fake, let not this-be 
lo ;

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Let not one Funeral proceſſionbe a matter only 
of cuſtom and formality to you's and when you 
ſee a friend or a neighhor laid in his Grave, don't 
only ſhake your Head, aud ſay, This is it we 
mult all come to, but lay the Proyidence to your 
Heart, goe home, and ſet your whole Houſe in Or- 
der, and alwayes remember ( for ought you can tell 
£9 the-contrary) your own turn may be next; There's 
nota Corps goes to the Duſt, but we ſhould have 
the Wit and the Grace (asin a broken Glaſs) toſe - 
our own Faces there,

When the Holy man ſays here [1 pow ] tis as 
much as if he had. fo know Iſhall dye,and be buri- 
edas well as others, that Iwill takecare to live accord- 
ingly... Tis not only my obſervation that others 
dye, and my opinion that I my felf ſhall dye, but 
'tis my reſolution to practice according to both. 'Tis 
the knowledge of my Heart and Will, as well as of 
my Head, and Underſtanding. 


If theſe words be not meant thus, there's little or 
no great matter in them, for a Job to ſpeak 3 but if 
there be, we may know thus much from them 


again, 
That 
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That "tis a chief part of a mans wiſdom to know Do, 
Death praGically : to know it for his good, to do hin 
good, and to make him good. 


Job knew itthus, and he ſeems here to boaft kind- 
ly of it, not barely to profeſs it [I know] thou 
wilt bring me, @*e. 

'Tis true, I muſt dye, that any one may ſay, but Job s. 27+ 
that won't ſatisfy a wiſe, holy Man; heenquires fur- 
ther, Am I fit to dye? Is my work done? Have I 
got Oil in my Lamp to meet the Bridegroom with- 
al 2 Ismy Peace made with God? Are my Accounts i Tim. 6.19: 
ready? Have I laid up a good foundation againſt 
the time to come, that I may lay hold on Eternal 
Life, when I let.goe my hold on this life 2 

A mans knowing toſuch purpoſes as theſe, that he 
ſhall dye, viz. to put him upon fuch enquiries, and 
upon endeavours conſequent upon ſuch enquiries, is - 
a great degree of Spiritual Wiſdom, and Religion. 

— As may appear by the natural effects of it, 
which are two: great ones, viz. 

1. To-makea man live more Holily, 
3 To make a-man dye more hopefully, than 
othetwiſe he would. * 

I. 'Twill make him live better in ſeveral particu-

II. He was 4 good Chriſtian. Revelation was a:

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Accompliſhments, he counted it hisglory to be a Diſ- 
ciple of Chriſt. The fear of the Lord was to him 
the top of his wiſdom. He put onthe Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt in all his integral parts, and endeavoured that 
his wayes might be found perfect before God. He 
was none of the lame and criple Chriſtians of theſe 
daycs, that-hope to go to Heaven with one wooden 
Leg. He was careful to maintain good Works (I 
ſpeak it knowingly ) as the neceſlary fruits of Chri- 
{tian Faith, and ſuch Works as are due to Men,as well 
as thoſe that have a more immediate reſpeCt to God, 
To honour his King, to ſpeak well of his Superiors, 
to be obedient toLawsin Church and State,to govern 
his Tongue, to love his Neighbors, and to take the 
worſt Enemies he had in the world into the number 3; 
this was his Religion : "Twas a piece of his Con- 
{cience to do theſe things, as well as to Preach, and to 
Pray, and to frequent the Worſhip of God. 


TIT. He was a good — of the _ For 
this he had a great name, all his undignityed time, 
and when he came to the High-place, he did not 
make an end of Prophecying, as 'tis ſaid Saxl did. 
He was a true Labourer in the Word and Dodrine. 
He was not onely the Light, but the Salt of all the 
places he camein. He did much good in that his 
Office: and receiv'd>the Seal of his Miniſtry, in: the 
ſober and grateful acknowledgements of a great ma- 
ny. He was built and fram'd on purpoſe (as itwere) 
to be an Inſtructor and Curate of Souls, tor he was 
ſober and wiſe, able to ſolve difficulties, to deter- 
mine caſes, to quiet Conſciences. He was an interpre- 


ter, one of a thouſand. Another Apollo's Mighty a 
a5 the 
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the Scriptures. He always ſought to find out accep- 
table words, and upright even words of Truth. He 
was of a ſedate mind, of a tender compaſhonate Spi- 
rit, heartily deſirous of mens Eternal Good; and not 
onely his Induſtry, but his delights ran out that way, 
viz. how to bring it about. 


The Throne of Grace, his Study, and the Pulpit 
had the moſt of his time divided among them. In all 
probability he contrafted his fatal diſeaſes of the 
Stone and Strangury , with his ſedentary Studies, 
and vaſt Labours in the Prieſtly FunCtion : yet 
to his dying day, Preaching was his deſirable 
Work. Prelucendo peribat, _—_ be his Motto, for he 


wore out with ſe, and not with Ruſs. 


IV. He was a good Biſhop. And now I am come to 
that onely part of his commendation, that ever was 
deny'd him.

- Faith of:Chriſt. He. muſt -be- apt : to. Teach; and 


haveLearhing ſufficient for Communication to an 
Order of Men; he 'mulſt have clean Hands, fitto lay 
upon all Heads; he muſt have great wiſdom, todea}- 
out portions tb 'every Child and Servant in Gods.

In 
this he deem'd to exceed the great pattern of my 
Text; though towards the latter end of his Life, his 
dayes were like Jobs, dayes of pain; and his nights 
like his too, nights of weaxineſs, yet he never was 
heard to fay to God, O that it would pleaſe God to de- 

roy me, that he would let looſe his hand, and cut me offs 
My Soul chooſeth ſtrangling, and death, rather than life, 
He knew that by Patience he was as well to wait, as to 
endure; and that he was to honour the Sovereign of 
his Life and Death as well by tarrying his leiſure,as by 
bearing his hand. His repeated Prayer to Heaven 
was, that in his utmoſt extremities he might not be 
provoked to ſpeak diſhonourably of God;and when 
through ſome fierce exacerbation of his diſeaſe, he 
was conſtrain'd to make ſome noife and outcry, he 
would preſently ſubjoin, Though he did roar, yet he did 
not murmur. Every Fit he was wont to call a Storm, 
and inthe intermiſſion he would ſmile and diſcourſe, 
and pray, as if he wereproviding his tackling againſt 
the next Aſſault. His Patience was of theright ſtamp, 
not ſtoical, and ſullen, but purely Chriſtian, and 
grounded upon right principles. By the grace of the 
Goſpel, his Soul was ſet above the miſeries his fleſh 
lay under, and Moſes like, he endured, as ſeeing him 
that is inviſible. Heknew with holy Job in my Text, 
That God would bring him to death at laſt, and fo give 
him a Writ of eaſe; and with the ſame holy = 
elſewhere he knew alſo, that hix Redeemer lived,and 


would be his exceeding great reward.

there was in this worthy Prelate a generous and ex- 
tenſive Love.

He was for laying up. his trea- *'* 
ſure in Heaven, with him that ſees in ſecret,and rewards 
openly, and not in the eyes and ears, and tongues of 
men ; Cheſts that have neither locks nor. keyes to ſe-- 
cure what is put into them. He was not-fordamming 
up his waters quite, tilt death ſhould break the bank, . 
and cauſe them run down at faſt with a greater noiſe 
and torrent of. oltentation, but he was for their (i-- 
lent, pure, and uninterrupted motion in- conſtant, . 
though narrower Channel, into broken Pitchers,and : 
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empty Veſlcls. Daily and hourly were the emana- 
tions-of his Charity while he Iived, but moſt.of them 
running like ſtreams, under-ground, till he was deadi 


Many were the Gifts he ſcatter'd to the bringing up of 


poor Childrento.School; to the maintenance of poor 
Scholars in the Univerſity ;. to-the ſupportation and 
encouragement of. ancient foundations of. Piety and 
Learning 3 to the relief of viſited places in his Dio- 
ceſs, in the time of the great Plague; to the ſupply 
of the wants of poor Miniſters Widows; to the aug- 
mentation of ſmall Vicarages in his Gift, not very 
much leſs than 3oo /. per anmm., being- upon the 
Kings Letter by him ſetled to: that uſe. And if. to 
theſe you add the ſeveral ſhares that Southampton, the 
placein which:he entred the-world;z Mertoz Colledge 
1 Oxford, the place of his firſt Preferment; North- 
ampton, the place of his firſt Mimiterial employment ;, 
Norwich, the. place in.which. he departed the world : 
Lſayit tothe foregoing Accounts, you add the ſeve- 
ralſhares which theſe «6 have had of his bounty, 
you cannot want a ſufficient evidence of his being 
rich.in good Works, and abundantly Charitable ; 
nor can any hereafter doubt of it, excepting ſuch as 
lookt upon his revenues with an ill eye, and fo could 
not. look upon his disburſements with a good one. 


Thusfar it appears he was an extraordinary perſon 
in his Life, and now that he might no leſs appear fo in- 
his Death, we may obſerve that therein God was plea- 
{ed todo him an extraordinary kindneſs, and make 
that which us'd tobe to others a part of the puniſh- 
ment of their fn, to be to him a part of his excellent 


reward., 
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Seward, The great Auyguſixs's wiſh was his enjoy- 


ment, an '"tvSzv0iz ,; 4 civil and well-natur d death. The 
laſt Sand inthe Hourglaſs, falls not with leſs difficulty 
than he expired with. There were no:Nolifes, Groans, 
Convulfions, Cramps, diſtortion of the Looks,ſtaring 
with the Eyes, gnaſhing with the Teeth; 1n the Jaſt 
Scene of his Lite, His paſlive Fortitude: had been 
abundantly try'd before, and his. ative Graces de- 
monſtrated, and therefore the leſs need ofeither now. 
His meek Soul glided from him in a fine, impercepti- 
ble Vehicle, and he dyed much after the rate of the 
Rabbins talk concerning Moſes, Oſculo Oris Dei, as it 
were with a kiſs of Gods mouth. In ſum;the deſcri-
